On the 19th of May the trial of the 


men indicted by the grand jury for 


the murder of Joseph and Hyrum 
Smith, was begun at Carthage, Hon. 
Richard M. Young of Quincy on the 
bench. The men on trial were: Col. 
Levi Williams, a Baptist preacher ; 
Thomas C. Sharp, editor of the War- 
saw Signal; Jacob C. Davis, Senator ; 
Mark Aldrich and William N. Grover. 
They were outrageously held to bail, 
upon their personal recogniaances, in 
the unprecedentedly insignificant sum 
of one thousand dollars each, tu make 
their appearance in the court each day 
of the term. They made two affida- 
vits, asking for the array of jurors to 
be quashed, obtained the discharge of 
the county commissioners, the sheriff 
and his deputies, and the appointment 
by the court of two special officers to 
select jurors. Ninety-six were sum- 
moned, out of whom the deferce chose 
a suitable panel. One of the lawyers 
for the accused, Calvin A. Warren, in 
his defence of them, said: ‘‘If the 
prisoners were guilty of murder, then 
” himself was guilty. It was the 
public opinion that the Smiths oaght 
to be killed, and public opinion made 
the laws; consequently it was not 
murder to kill them!” This was 
strange doctrine to be affirmed in a 
great murder case, in which the State 
Was a party, not in an ordinary but 
an extraordinary sense; affirmed too 
and sustained in open court. 

It is scarcely necessary to add that 
the assassins were ‘‘honorably ac- 
quitted ?” 

But the tragedy of those days was 
not without an occasional relief. One 
of the richest practical jokes ever 
perpetrated is thus related by one of 
the actors : 

‘* By the time we were at work in 


>the Nauvoo Temple,” says President 


Young, “‘ officiating in the ordinances, 
the mob had learned that ‘ Mormon- 
ism’ was not dead, as they had sup- 

We had completed the walls 
of the Temple, and the attic story 
from about half way up of the first 
windows, in about fifteen months. It 


went up like magic, and we then com. 
menced officiating in the ordinances. 
Then the mob commenced to* hunt for 
other victims ; they had already killed 
the Prophet Joseph and his brother 
Hyrum in Carthage gaol, while under 
the pledge of the State for their safety, 
and now they wanted Brigham, the 
President of the Twelve Apostles, who 
were then acting as the Presidency of 
the Church. I was in my rcom in the 
Temple; it was the south-east corner 
of the upper story. I learned thats 
posse was lurking around the Temple, 
and that the United States Marshal 
was waiting for me to come down, 
whereupon I knelt down and asked 
my Father in heaven, in the name of 
Jesus, to guide and protect me, that I 
might live to prove advantageous to 
the Saints. I arose from my knees, 
and sat down in my chair. There 
came a rap at my door. Come in, I 
said, and brother George D. Grant, 
who was then engaged driving my 
carriage and doing chores for me, 
entered the room. Said he, ‘ Brother 
Brigham, do you know that a posse 
and the United States Marshal are 
here? I told him that I had heard 
so. On entering the room, brother 
Grant left the door open. Nothing 
came into my mind what to do until 
looking across the hall, I saw brother 
William Miller leaning against the 
wall. As I stepped towards the door 
I beckoned to him ; he came. Brother 
William, I said, the Marshal is here 
for me; will you go and do just as I 
tell you? If you will I will serve 
them a trick. I knew that brother 
Miller was an excellent man, perfectly 
reliable, and capable of carrying out 
my project. Here, take my cloak, 
said I; but it happened to be brother 
Heber C. Kimball’s; our cloaks were 
alike in color, fashion, and size. I 
thréw it around his shoulders, and 
told him to wear my hat and accom- 
pany brother George D. Grant. He 
did so. George, you step into--the 
carriage, said T to brother Grant, and 
look towards brother Miller, and say 
to him, as though you were addressing 
me, are you ready toride? You can 
do this, and they will suppose brother 
Miller to be me, and proceed accord- 
ingly : which they did. Just as bro- 
ther Miller was entering the carriage, 
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the Marshal stepped up to him, and, 
placing his hand upon his shoulder, 
said, ‘You are my prisoner.” Bro. 
ther William entered the carriage, and 


_gaid to the Marshal, ‘I am going to 


the Mansion House, won’t you ride 
with me?” They both went to the 
Mansion House. There were my sons 
Joseph A., Brigham, Jun., and bro. 
ther Heber C. Kimball’s boys and 
others, who were looking on, and all 
seemed at once to understand and 
participate in the joke. They followed 
the carriage to the Mansion House, 
and gathered around brother Miller 
with tears in their eyes, saying, father, 
or President Young, where are you 
going? Brother Miller looked at 
them kindly, but made no reply ; and 
the Marshal really thought he had got 
brother Brigham. 


‘*Lawyer Edmonds, who was then 
staying at the Mansion House, appre- 
ciating the joke, volunteered tw bro- 
ther Miller to go to Carthage with 
him, and see him safe through. 


‘* When they arrived within two or 
three miles of Carthage, the Marshal, 
with his posse, stopped. They arose 
in their carriages, buggies, and wagons, 
and, like a tribe of Indians going to 
battle, or as if they were a pack of 
demons, yelling and shouting, ex 
claimed : ‘ We’ve got him; we’ve got 
him ; we’ve got him ! 

** When they reached Carthage, the 
Marshal took the supposed Brigham 
into an upper room of the hotel, and 
placed a guard over him, at the same 
time telling those around that he had 


gothim. Brother Miller remained in 


the room until they bid him come to 
supper. While there, parties came 
in, one after the other, and asked for 
Brigham. Brother Miller was pointed 
out tothem. So it continued, until 
an apostate Mormon, by the name of 


Thatcher, who had lived in Nauvoo, | 
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came in, sat down and asked the land- 
lord where Brigham was. 

‘**That is Mr. Young,’ said the 
landlord, pointing across the table to 
brother Miller. 
 **Where? I can’t see any one 
that looks like Brigham,’ Thatcher 
replied. 

‘* The landlord told him it was that 
fleshy man, eating. 

*** Oh, H—1! exclaimed Thatcher, 
‘that’s not Brigham; that’s William 
Miller, one of my old neighbors.’ 

‘*Upon hearing this the landlord 
went, and, tapping tho sheriff on the 
shoulder, took him a few steps to one 
side, and said : 

‘** You have made a mistake. That 
is not Brigham Young. It is William 
Miller, of Nauvoo.’ 

‘*The Marshal, very much aston- 
ished, exclaimed: ‘(iood heavens! 
and he passed for Brigham.’ He then 
took brother Miller into a room, and, 
turning to him, said: ‘What in h—1l 
is the reason you did not tell me your 
name ? 

***You have not asked me my 
nane,’ brother Miller replied. 

‘** Well, what is your name?’ said 
the sheriff, with another oath. 

*** My name is William Miller.’ 

***T thonght your name was Brig- 
ham Young. Dv you say this fora 
fact ? 

‘* * Certainly I do,’ returned brother 
Miller. 

*Then,’ said the Marshal, ‘ Why 
did you not tell me that before ?

POLYGAMY.

The average American, when he 
meets a ‘‘ Mormon,” must first know 
all about his domestic relativns. 

With us marriages are consummated 
for eternity as wellastime. The same 


holy Priesthood and authority that 
baptizes a person for the remission of 


sins, also seals the wife to the hus- 
band forever. 


Godly marriage, plural or single, 
means healthy, beautiful offspring, and 
never-ending companionship. Our 
system is Scriptural, natural, and con- 
sistent. It promotes lonyevity, gives 
every woman a husband and home, 
and multiplies the ‘‘ noblest work of 
God” by filling the earth with joyous, 
robust children. 
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A prevailing idea is that its practice 
encourages excess and licence. This 
is a great mistake, the opposite to this 
obtains. The restraints of our religion 
are rigid and inexorable. In the rare 
examples of infidelity that arise in our 
midst, as a rule, we load most of the 
responsibility .upon the man, and 
make him assume the heft of the 
odium which attaches to thesin. The 
helpless woman is not tabooed and cast 
off with her innocent child, homeless 
and friendless, to wander of necessity 
into deeper infamy and shame, and 
the man turned loose to make other 
victims ; he is made to take her, pro- 
vide for her, live with and respect her 
as he agreed to do before her humilia- 
tion. 

We are not here to advocate the 
practice of polygamy, but to defend 
it. To attempt its advocacy in a 
country where a soul destroying imi- 
tation and its twin sister polyandry 
already prevail to a fearful extent, 
would be a work of supererogation. 

It is not generally known that poly- 
gamic marriage has been the rule and 
not the exception with a very large 
majority of the human family since 
Adam ; and that our modern system 
of monogamy had its origin in Pagan 
Greece and Rome, which were disso- 
lute beyond description. (See Hist. 
and Ph. Marriage, pub. by James 
Campbell, 18, Tremont-st., Boston.) 
\ When the census of Israel was taken 

by Moses, (see Numbers,) there were 
in the neighborhood of 30,000 families, 
and 2,500,000 souls, which makes an 
average of 83 persons in a family. 
This shows that the practice must have 
been very general in Israel’s igreatest 
prosperity, when God led them by 
direct and continued revelation. In 
fact, the people of the Bible from soon 
after the creation till the time of John 
the Revelator, were generally poly- 
gamists. During the period of sixteen 
hundred years, from Adam to Noah, 
we read of but three monogamists. 

Our Savior, the Son of God, came 
through a lineage of illustrious poly. 
gamists. The very best and most 
distinguished men on record practised 
plural marriage. Abraham, the “‘ Fa- 
ther of the Faithful” and ‘‘ the friend 
of God,” was a practical polygamist. 
Jesus assures us that Abraham went 
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to heaven; He and his Apostles re- 
peatedly told the Jews that if they 
were Abraham’s seed, they ‘‘ would 
do the works of Abraham.” God says 
to this great and good man, ‘‘ In bles- 
sing I will bless thee, and in multi- 
plying I will multiply thee, Still thy 
seed shall become as the stars of hea- 
ven, and the sands of the sea shore for 
number. 

All the civilized nations of the earth 
have for the foundation of their gov- 
ernments the laws of Moses. St, 
Luke tells us (Acts vii, 22), that 
** Moses was learned in all the wisdom 
of the Egyptians, and mighty in words 
and deeds.” He it was that led the 
children of Israel out of bondage, 
through the Red Sea. God empowered 
him to work many miracles in their 
behalf, and made him the custodian 
of his oracles amidst the thunders of 
Mount Sinai, upon which the divine 
glory rested. Yet Moses was a practi- 
cal polygamist, and because his sister 
Miriam complained of bis taking the 
Ethiopian woman for a second wife, 
God smote her with leprosy. 


Lamech, Solomon, David, and many 
others were also practical polygamists ; 
but to support monogamy it.is often 
said that Lamech was a murderer; so 
too was the monogamist Cain, who. 
slew his brother Abel. 


Adam was a monogamist, ard yet. 
his sinning brought all the crimes and 
misery known to the human family. 
Are there any sinning monogamists in. 
the nineteeuth century ?. 


Solomon built the great Temple, 
the praise and pride of Jew and Gen- 
tile, while his writings are gems of 
divine wisdom ; but for his idolatrous 
marriages and marital excesses, he 
justly fell under the displeasure of 
the Almighty. 

David was ‘‘a man after God’s own 
heart.” In 1 Kings xv, 5, we are told 
that he ‘‘did right in all things save 
in the case of Uriah ;” his writings are. 
proverbially good, and universally es- 
teemed as sacred and prophetic. 


‘* Among his honorable wives were 
kings’ daughters,” and Nathan the 
Prophet told him that the Lord gave 
him his wives, and would have given 
him more but for his great sin. 
** Now,” says Nathan, ‘‘ God will take 
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them from thee and give them to thy 
neighbor,” not neighbors, 

Batbsheba’s first child, the product 
of adultery, was slain, while her next 
son, Solomon, born in lawful wedlock, 
was spared to succeed his father as 
King of Israel. | 

By the laws of Moses, bastards were 
not permitted to enter the congrega- 
tions of the Lord till the fourth gene. 
ration; not so with Josepb, Samuel, 
Solomon, and others—the offspring of 
polygamy ;—they were blessed with 
God’s presence and numberless favors. 

Jacob had four wives, from whom 
sprang the twelve tribes of Israel. 
John the Revelator, in his glorious 
vision (chap. xxi, 10—14), describes 
the New Jerusalem which is to come 
down out of heaven from God. The 
wall surrounding the city will have 
twelve gates, with the names of the 
twelve tribes of Israel written thereon. 
The gates are to be guarded by twelve 
angels, and the names of the Twelve 
Apostles of the Lamb will be engraved 
on the foundation walls. 

Here is another direct recognition 
of the merit and legitimacy of poly- 
gamy. If polygamy is adultery, as 
the modern Pharisee asserts, God 
would not superscribe the gates of his 
holy city with the names of polyga- 
mists. The divine author informs us 
that outside the city, ‘‘ dogs, sorcerers, 
liars, whoremongers,” and the like 
will be found. 

Jacob, the husband of Rachael, 
Leah, Bilbab, and Zilpah, in the midst 
of his life of polygamy, was so filled 
with faith and piety, that God changed 
his name from Jacob to Israel. 

Joseph was the son of his second 
wife, and he was made the first born 
over all the tribes of Israel. After 
his brothers sold him into Egypt, he 
became the savior to his father’s house, 
and in all his ministrations God favored 
him most signally. 

Leah, Jacub’s tirst wife, was barren 
till after she gave her maid Zilpah to 
bim, when she became fruitful ; and 
in her gratitude she says (Gen. xxx, 
18), ‘‘God bas given me my hire, 
because I gave my maid to my hus- 
band.” 
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The Lord says (Ex. xxi, 10), ‘‘Ifa 
man take him another wife, her food 
and her raiment, and her duty of 
marriage, shall he not diminish.” No 
censure here for marrying another 
wife.” 

God actually commanded the Pro- 
phet Hosea to take two wives (see 
Hosea i, 3), and in the same connec- 
tion, he denounced adultery and other 
sins. Esau was a polygamist. The 
great and good Gideon had seventy 
sons ana many wives. It was he who 
delivered Israel from the Midianites— 
God wrought miracies in his behalf, 
and notwithstanding the fact that he 
was a practical polygamist, the angels 
of the Lord were his special ministers. 
Abdan, a judge in Israel, had forty 
sons. Elkanah had two wives. Ashur 
and Sharahaim were polygamists. 
Rhehoboam, King of Israel, had eight- 
een wives. Jehoida, the Priest, (who, 
in consideration of his upright life, 
when he died.was buried with the kings) 
gave two wives to Joash the king. 

Abijab waxed migbty (in the Lord), 
and had fourteen wives. 

Jair, a Gileadite, had thirty sons. 
Jerubaal had seventy-one sons. 

Jesus says (Mark x, 29, 30), ‘* There 
is no man that leaves houses, lands, 
wives, children or friends, but what 
shall receive an hundred fold in this 
life, and in the world to come, life ever- 
lasting. 

The great Prophet Isaiah tells us 
plainly, in the 4th chapter of bis pro- 
phecy, that the time will come when 
seven women will ask-to become the wives 
of the same man; no doubt it will be, 
as he says (chap xiii, 9—12), when 
**good men will be more precious than 
fine gold.” By reading the 4th chap- 
ter through, it will be seen that this 
prophecy will be fulfilled in a day of 

rity and holiness, when God’s special 

lessings Will be enjoyed by his people. 
The reproach alluded to is wnfruitful- 
ness (see Gen. xxx, 23, and Lukei, 25 
In Deut. xxi, 15—17, we read, “ 
a man has two wives, the one beloved 
and tho other hated, and if the first 
born son be of the hated, his birth- 
right shall be respected all the same—- 
no discrimination because of polygamy.

In degree and decision only does it 
differ from the practice of human nature in general, which !seeks in limited 
gathering, by organization, etc., a more simple yet similar expression of inhe- 
rent necessity ; we only on a more enlarged scale practise that whicl is already 
universal, ministering to a teudency coeval with the history of the human race ; 
even common interests would demand or require this of a proscribed or perse- 
cuted people for purposes of defence, that a solid front might be presented to 
the opponent ; isolation creates martyrs, compact unity develops heroes—by 
this the weak are made strong, the magnetism of personal contact, the inspira- 
tion of common purpose, tlie baptism of common suffering, the common assu- 
rauice of ultimate triumph will weld even discordant elements into one, much 
Tess fuse that which is already in essentials similar, into a perfect whole. 

Men have gathered for evil, and sought consolidation for ulterior purposes ; 
ambition, conquest, fame, have each in turn charged their battalions with des- 
tructive element, and upon a groaning earth inflicted the horrors of a Pande- 
movium more terrible than pen can picture or imagination tell. Who then 
would object to a gathering and consolidation for good? Who would deny 
the right to follow for it these great precedents of the past or present, or the 


‘Fight to follow such precedent to the fullest conclusions in search of good and 


truth? None, particularly as in gathering we have in our favor this—the 
universal history of our race, its perpetual habit, and its inevitable law ! 

We have also special manifestations as precedent for our practice, —religious 
history gives many incidents where gathering was special, and consisted in 
going from land to land. Israel was gathered by demonstrations of great 
power and marvelous miracles from Egypt to the promised land—they had 
been in subjection, they were to be made free; they had been denied the privi- 
lege of worship to some extent, they were to enjoy unmolested the right which 
God conferred upon them ; they had been subject to the rigors of slavery, the 
intolerance of ‘priestcraft, and theimarked vindictive proscription of kingly 
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power, now they were to enjoy their own land, to have and enjoy the Priest- 
hood of the heavens, and under the rule of a Prophet of the Almighty, te 
practise righteousness and become a great nation in the midst of the nations of 
the earth. Abraham also was by a special manifestation directed to gather— 
God commanded him to leave his native land, to forsake ‘‘ Ur of the Chaldees,” 
the country of his birth, and find in Canaan the place where he could best 
fulfill the destiny intended for him and his seed. 

The Latter-day Saints have not only precedent, personal right, and pro- 
spective advantage united in their gatheriny, but they also claim special reasons 
for their particular course ; they do not seek to justify themselves from histery, 
sacred or secular ; from precedents either of evil or goud ; from right, inherent, 
acquired, or awarded, it is the special reason which gives vitality to the whole, 
God hath commanded tt, as one of the methods of salvation, one of the princi- 
ples of the Gospe!, a part of the whole, valnable as a privilege, the way of 
escape from confusion, from calamity, from judgment ; the process by which a 
new order will be established, a new government, a new kingdom ; it is one of 
the inevitable things, a natural result of obedience to the Gospel in its fullness, 
and the legitimate visible workings of the invisible spirit given by ‘‘ the laying 
on of hands ;” those who receive this spirit and cultivate it, find it to become 
a@ controling force, it will not down at the bidding of any, it can only be 
exorcised by obedience or practical apostacy ; wherever authority baptizes an 
honest man or woman, there the spirit says gather, and this is an ever-active, 
ever pressing spirit, quenclied alone when indifference or transgression does it 
violence by repressing its monitions ; and all such may thus test their real posi- 
tion, by puudering their feelings in regard to gathering; an active, earnest, 
religious man will use every effort, mak» every sacrifice, and finally bend 
circumstauces to the accomplishment of his purposes, while the man who has 
become cold in his love, negligent of his duty, engrossed with the world, or 
enslaved by his tastes, passions, fashions, or intoxicated with comfort or 
success, will defer the day of his deliverance, will look upon it with indifference, 
and finally fail altogether to see its necessity, or appreciate its importance. 

It is w well understuod principle in the divine economy, recognized and thus 
expressed by the Prophet Nephi, ‘*‘ For 1 know that the Lord yiveth no com- 
mandments unto the children of men, save he shall prepare a way for them 
that they may accomplish the thing which he commandeth them.” ‘The gather- 
ing being of appointment, by revelation and commandment, carries with it 
this unfailing testimony ; nut that blessing is without effort, faith of value 
Without worke, or success without opposition ; but the earnest man or woman, 
the@e filled with the fullness of the divine life, moved upon by the spirit of 
inspiration, are ever acting, and ever anticipating, they lave reliance on the 
promises—faith in God, and from the depths of poverty, spite of hard times, 
reduced wages, and increased cost of living, they have achieved deliverance, 
and put to shame and confusion some who, with better facilities, more prosper- 
ous, and constant in labor and means, yet are growing grey in Babylon, and - 
losing altogether the spirit of the Gospel of Christ. 

It is folly to array text upon text, and supplement passage by passage in 
regard to this great duty and privilege, its necessity is well understood, the 
labors of the Elders, the publications of the Church, the spirit of inspiration, 
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unite as one, all pushing, striving for, and with the Saints, that they may be 
participators of this blessing ; testimony as evidence in its favor can easily be 
found in the opposition of friends, in the undermining influence of temptation, 
in the hooting and howling of the powers of evil, because of the results of 
gathering as now made manifest in the Territory of Utah ; yes, if aman had no 
testimony—from scripture—no special testimony within bimself, no testimony 
from the Elders of Israel, the persistent opposition of the world, the damnable 
efforts at special legislation, the continued persecution and legal (illegal) plun- 
dering of our President, the cowardly slandering of a whole people, the 
evident jealousy of their prosperity and success, furnish teatimony enough to 
move the dead, and to demonstrate that ‘‘ their rock is not as our Rock even 
our enemies themselves being judges.” 

Now the season of gathering is again open, circumstances have made the 
commencement a little later than usual, yet probably because of the depression 
in England this may be some advantage, however it may be, those who are pre- 
pared to go, if they go in faith, they will be blessed, the little incidents and 
inconveniences of travel will be overlooked, and the circumstances of a new 
life, under new conditions, surrounded by new influences, will be welcomed as. 

a stepping-stone, not for the aggrandisement of self, for the accumulation of 
wealth, or any other selfish aim or purpose, but to build up the kingdom of 
God—in righteousness, to keep its commandments, to honor its authority, and 
to vindicate in their characters the influence and power of the Gospel; such will 
grow and increase, God will honor them, his servants will confide in them, the 
elements will minister to their welfare ; by perseverance and industry, they 
will create for themselves a little heaven, and for ever rejoice in their deliver- 
ance from the many evils which belong to life and destiny in Babylon. 

Yet every man and woman will take with them him and herself, there will be 
no special or sudden change of character, no marvellous suppression of evil 
or unexpected evolution of good, there is no particular boundary line where 
men lay off themselves, self-ccnquest is the result of effort, effort is often neu- 
tralized by conditions, new conditions will give new opportunities, new oppor- 
tunities will awaken new résolves, and new resolves sustained by the spirit of 
the Lord, will make a man or woman “‘ grow in grace and in the knowledge 
of the truth ; probably each one may come in contact with that which is un- 
pleasant, and may be seem to suffer wrong, yet salvation is not in man, but. 
of the Lord ; and even in Zion men betray the truth, violate their covenants, 
take advantage of their neighbor, and grieve the Spirit of God; but ‘‘the 
salt of the earth is there,” the kingdom of God is there, the authority of the 
Priesthood is there, the gathering place is there, and all the elements of sal- 
vation and exaltation there, so far as may be needed at present, at all events, 
and the future is bursting with treasure, glowing with prophecy and inspi- 
ration for every humble, faithful Latter-day Saint. 

Those who are as yet unprepared have the season before them, will they not 
‘** double their diligence,” lop off their little extravagances, and every thing 
which is unnecessary or can be deferred, the chances of gathering may not be 
increased, they may become still less, the demon of war spreads his shadow 
over Northern Europe, already the shock of battle arouses the surrounding 
peoples and startles by its echo the chalk cliffs of Albion, wages are being re- 
duced, bread is advancing, strikes will tell with unerring certainty upon our 
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producing interests, Hngland’s glory has began to wane, her manufacturing: 
supremacy totters to its fall, and an unforeseen circumstance may precipitate 

her into war, or involve Europe in a general conflagration ; this is one of the 
signs of the times, be ye warned ye quiet, easy-going, dilatory Latter-day 

Saints—‘‘ Now is the day of salvation,” do not forget the ancient illustration. 
and warning, ‘‘ To-day if ye will hear his voice, harden not your hearts, 

FORTY YEARS was I grieved with that generation and*said, They do always err 

in their heart; and they bave not known my way. So I sware in my wrath, 
They shall not enter into my rest.” Heb. iii, 7, 11. 

Take the resolve which was taken by President Brigham Young soon after 
this last dispensation was opened, ‘‘I will never do another day’s work to build 
up the kingdom of this world, but I will devote myself to the building up of 
the kingdom of God upon the earth,” this is the key to his triumph and suc- 
cess, this is the secret’ of his power, this is what makes the devils rage, 
and all hell bubble with indignation and wrath, if the Saints unitedly were 
baptized with this spirit, in answer to their faithfulness and integrity, we might. 
cry, ‘‘the kingdoms of this world are become the kingdoms of our God and 


his Christ, and he shall reign for ever_and ever.” Rev. xi, 15.

Emigrants should observe that these fase are cals from Liverpool to Ogden. 
All intending to go to Salt Lake City by rail from Ogden, or to any other point, 
either north or south, will have to pay at Ogden, in addition to the amounts 
above named. 

oagpeagay E are each allowed 100 pounds, or 7 stones and 2 pounds, 
of luggage free; and those between 5 and 12 are allowed 50 pounds, or 3 
stones and 8 pounds, free. No free luggage is allowed to those under 5. All 
extra luggage will be charged 8 cents, or 4 pence per pound, from New York 
to Ogden. No one will be permitted to take any luggage over these amounts, 
unless they have money to pay for its transportation from New York ; as it WILL 
Not be paid for by this Office, nor by Elder Wm. C. Staines, at New York, 
there being No FUNDS at either office to pay for overweight. 

All luggage should be strongly boxed, and well roped. Canvas sacks are 
advantageously used for some kinds of luggage and may be had at most of the 
emigrants’ outfitting houses, at from one shilling and ninepence to two 


shillings and sixpence each. 
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All luggage shouldjbe plainly 'markedjwith the owner's name, also Ogden, or 
Salt Lake City, Utah, U.S. A. Marking should be done upon the box or sack, 
and with oil paint. When this is not practicable, strips of leather may be used, 
securely fastened on with tacks, strong twine, or otherwise, but a paper address 
is next to useless. Luggage wanted on the voyage should have these words 
marked upon it—‘‘ Nut to be put below.” Asa rule, luggage is safer and better 
in the bold. 

Emigrants, or those in charge of companies, should see that their luggage 
accompanies them, and that it is transferred at the various Junctions where 
changes are made. It will save much labor and trouble to those who aesist the 
emigrants on their arrival here, if the latter will, so far as convenient book 
to Lime Street Station. Those who expect to be met at the station, should 
duly inform us of the time and place of their expected arrival—not the time 
and place of starting. On arrival, emigrants should remain with their luggage. 
In case there is no one from this office to receive them, some one should at 
once notify us of their arrival. We repeat, the rest should remain with their 
luggage. 

OutFit.—The outfit needed for the voyage is a bed, tin-plate, tin basin, 
knife, fork, and spvon for each person, and a water-bottle and some soap. 
Ail of these articles may be obtained in Liverpool for a few shillings. Emi- 
grants coming from a distance here, should provide themselves with some food. 
Also a light box or lunch basket to serve from New York to Ogden. A flat 
box or basket, to stow under the seat is preferable to a deep one. Emigrants 
must also provide themselves with about ten shillings per adult for provisions 
from New York to Ogden, Estimated time, with stoppages, nine days.

MINUTES OF THE BIRMINGHAM CONFERENCE, 
HELD IN CHAPEL, HUNTER’S VALE, HOCKLEY, MAY 13rH, 1877. 


Present on the Stand: Albert Car- 
rington, Pres. of the European Mis- 
sion; Thomas A. Wheeler, Pres. of, 
Bisbup John Rowberry, Thomas Juda 
and George Atkin, Traveling Elders in 
the Birmingham Conference ; William 
Paxman, Pres. of the London Con- 
ference ; Andrew Galloway, Pres. of 
the Durham and Newcastle Conference ;

who is on a visit in England, 


10.30 a.m, 

Meeting called to order by Pres. 
Wheeler. Choir sang, ‘‘The morn- 
ing breaks,” etc. Prayer by Elder 
George Atkin.

Wheeler reported the Confe- 
rence in @ prosperous condition, the 
Priesthood and members of the re- 
spective districts generally, striving 
to live to the requirements of the Gos- 
pel ; while the Elders associated with 
him in the mission are doing all in 
their power to spread the Guspel and 
comfort the Saints. 


The Church Authorities were then 
presented and unanimously sustained,

From the Deseret News :— 


Sweer.—Mr. George Nebeker has received a consignment of twenty-six 
barrels of sugar-house molasses, from the church plantation, at Laie, Sand- 
wich Islands. 


EnTeEkeED Svuit.—United States District Attorney Sumner Howard has 
-entered suit, in the District Court, in the name of the United States, against 
Honorable George Q. Cannon, to set aside, cancel or vacate, the certificate of 
naturalization, and the record thereof, of the defendant in the case. 


YacuTinG.—Yachting is rapidly becoming a popular amusement and recrea- 
tion hereabout. The owners of about half a dozen boats have joined for 
pleasure sailing purposes during the approaching season, and several other new 
crafts will be launchéd in a short time. The lovers of this amusement have 
decided to have a regular regatta, on Salt Lake, some time about the beginning 
of June. 


A Veteran Departev.—Intelligence received in this city states that Elder 
“Miles Romney, of St. George, departed this life at that place. Elder Romney 
was widely krown and as extensively esteemed and respected. He was in his 
seventy-first year and his life was filled up with works of usefulness, the last 
and probably the greatest of which was the prominent part he took in bullding 
the St. George Temple, being general superintendent of construction, a posi- 
tion which he ably filled. He lived to see that fine structure finished, dedicated, 
and the ordinances of the Lord’s bouse performed in it, and then departed 
quietly to his rest. We also learn that the wife of deceased. has been very ill 
for a considerable time, aud is now very low, though bearing her bereavement 
with fortitude. 


Tue New SerrteMents.—We were pleased to receive a call from brother 
Warren R. Tenney, who lately arrived from the south. Last May he went to 
Mount Trumbull, took charge of the steam saw mill there and got out the 
balance of the lumber needed to finish the Temple. In August he accompanied 
the same mill to its next destination, in the Mogollon Mountains, forty miles 
west of the point where Captain Lot Smith and company are located, and put 
it up, and got out 100,000 feet of good lumber for the settlers. He says there 
is an abundance of good timber in that part, some of it oak, suitable for wagon 
building. Brother Tenney expects soon to leave for the south again with a 
grist mill, the probable situation of which will be on the Little Colorado. He 
likes that part of the country very much. 


Mantr.—This thrifty settlement, which is the county seat of Sanpete County, 
has an energetic and thrifty So Recent visitors to that place express 
surprise at the dimensions of the town and the public spirit manifested by its 
citizens.
